closely, or not far distant to the master minds of the

With the said unimpeachable, undeniable evidence, 
including the Japanese documents and photographs, 
the citizens have deluged the Congress to investigate 
this criminal organization within our midst, interrogate 
some of their members and make provision for the 
safety of the incriminating historical documents, but 
without success. The below signed committee has mailed 
approximately 30,000 leaflet communications, includ- 
ing five petitions, to the members of the Congress during 
the past decade, and never received one reply. Indi- 
vidual letters to the members of the Joint Congressional 
Committee investigating the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor brought answers from the Hon. Alben Barkley 
and the Honorable Homer Ferguson indicating a prob- 
ability that the citizens may be called to testify, “later’’, 

On July 25, 1945, this committee printed an eight 
page leaflet petition addressed personally to Harry S. 
Truman citing the above and charging this criminal 
band with countless kidnappings and murders, but 
never received a reply.

ed to do so, having been oiiered convincing eviaence

Strong supporters and followers of George Wash- 
ington were members of the Sayre family, to whom 
Winston Churchill, Woodrow Wilson and Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt are related, subsequent records show that 
Washington, Jefferson and Franklin fired one of them, 
the: most prominent and active, Stephen Sayre, confi- 
dent agent in Germany and Sweden; a matter that Sayre 
brought before the United States Congress in a petition 
for payment for services rendered, shortly after Wash- 
ington’s death. The Sayres with the Halls, maternal 
relatives of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt lived in Elizabeth, 
N. J. prior to and following the American revolution, In 
1768 Stephen Sayre went to London, England where he 
became collector of the Massachusetts colonies for 
George the third. Several years later, though an Ameri- 
can, he became Sheriff of London. Upon the break of 
hostilities between the colonies and the mother country 
he was in the George Washington inner circle. 


Congress awarded George Washington, in recognition 
of his services to the cause of American independence, 
40,000 acres of land situated in Ohio and Kentucky. 
Some of the land, following the death of Washington in 
1800 came into the possession of members of the Sayre 
family, notably, David A. Sayre, who did much to de- 
velop the state with Henry Clay and John Breckenridge. 
(Henry Breckenridge was Assistant Secretary of War 
in the cabinet of Woodrow Wilson, and, Charles Lind- 
bergh’s attorney and friend) Sayre founded the bank 
of Kentucky, an institution of which Orville Truman 
was an official for a great many years. He also founded 
the Female College of Lexington, Kentucky, of which 
Henry Brainerd: McClellan, a member of the staff of 
General Robert E. Lee, and cousin of General George 
B. McClellan, whom Abraham Lincoln intimated was

An uncle was William Learned Marcy, three times 
democratic Governor of ihe Siate of New York; United 
States Senator, Secretary of War in the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Polk and Secretary of State in the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Pierce, all democrats, As Secretary of War in the 
cabinet of President Polk, Marcy directed the war with 
Mexico. Here too, there were suspicious troop losses and 
a, charge of. insubordination made against General Win- 
field Scoit, who like Grant found ihe gcing much easier 
when once cut adrift from some Washington connec- 
tions.. The. matter was whitewashed however with. the 
explanation that there were errors of judgment. 


“Marcy had the nation disturbed no end by his insis- 
tence that we buy Cuba from Spain or seize it by force 
if necessary.
